Your question concerning the $1.00 Government Stock Bank Notes 
is most interesting. 

The following observations are made frcm about 50 of these $1 
and $2 notes which George Paxson and I have in our collection. 

1. On about half of the l's the upper left denomination die is 
very weak. 

2. The rest of them (including a complete sheet) have an entirely 
different die. The numeral is quite different. 

3. The top of the State Treasurer's Seal was weakened and partly 
covered with the new die. 

It looks as though this was a repair job to the plate, care- 
lessly done, and considerable pressure was applied. Both varieties 
are found, used and unused, with authentic signatures, and are doubt- 
less O.K. 

Have seen at least 2£ 2's, which were all identical, signed 
and unsigned, and believe they are genuine. One sheet (the only one 
known) has three Type 2 l's and a 2.

All legitimate 5's are dated September 1st, 1850, 
and have check letter, legend and "THE". 

All legitimate notes of this bank have the words 
"State Treasurer" or "State Treas.r" and "Pres.t" under 
signatures. If signed, the left hand signature must be that 
of J. C. Bailey. 

All notes on sheet $1.00-DEF, $2.00-B have a pledge 
between signatures. See cut, page 100. All other notes have 
Quail. 

The words "State of Michigan" are rather crude on 
most Government Stock Bank notes, and may have been done by a 
student engraver.

Dear Wren : 

This is a report on the copper plate. After 
visiting six engravers they told me that the only 
people capable of doing this kind of work were 
buried in the cemetery and that there was no press 
in the City of St. Louis capable of doing it. As 
a desperate measure I called up the Art Museum 
and asked if they knew anyone who could do the 
work. They told me to go to Washington University 
and inquire of the art instructor. In the base- 
ment of the art instructor's home he has an app- 
ropriate press. We made one print together, whioh 
I have, and it is lovely. 

I ordered rag paper and the professor 
said there would be some delay. He is now teach- 
ing art at Notre Dame University, for the summer, 
and in the fall will complete the work. 

I just wanted you to know that the mission 
is being accomplished. It is really a complex 
process. The paper must be moistened, the ink 
rubbed into the plate, the plate carefully wiped 
off, the impression made, and then the whole 
process repeated. Wiping the ink in and wiping 
it off is a difficult problem and tedious. 

My very best wishes for a pleasant and 
busy summer.

I thought you would 
run into the same thing I did here in Omaha. I found a fellow who 
Bought the old presses from the local engraves who now lives in 
Colorado and uses them for his own use but would not do any outside 
work© 

So we can expect them this fall when he returns from Notre 
Dame. Well, we have waited this long so I think we can wait until 
then. Maybe we will again be honored with a visit from you again# 

Yes, the process is quite a job as moist paper must be used 
to pickup the ink from the grooves in the plate. They use to wipe 
the plate with their hand in the old days but they now use a certain 
kind of wiping paper to do the same job. 

We are still adding items to our collections from donations 
from visitors from all over the world. The government refused per- 
mission for us to buy the Tonga gold coins. Now I read in the stamp 
papers they are printing stamps on gold foil or some metalic paper 
like the coins. I will secure these as they don't have any law as 
yet against buying stamps other than Russia so far. Tonga is falling 
from favor among the stamp collectors from some of the things they 
have pulled in the past few years. The offiical stamp will be 1 £ 
Tonga shillings which makes it a racket#

For the virtually unreadable New Jersey, I 
have substituted a Vermont piece as I see you have 
nc Vermont at all. 

P s to the 19S7D cent, I do not believe that 
the lamination split vas caused by letters. I think a 
gear ran oyer the copper before the sheet was rolled 
and that these are the marks of the gear. 

The 19li3P nickel i3 plated over copper and 
looks like silver plated over copper. The plating was 
done before the striking. 1 imagine this is from 
counterfeit dies. Perhaps the only hope of it being 
a rarity is if the governnent experimented with nickel 
made with silver plating over copper. 

The 1867 nickel is certainly unusual in the 
double stamping of part of the date. I imagine it is 
quite scarce. 

hn fortunately, I do not believe I can attend 
the Denver convention but I hooe all of you go and 
have a great time.

Facts About Boys Tou>n 


BOYS TOWN: 

A home and school for homeless, abandoned, neglected and under- 
privileged boys, regardless of race, color and creed. 

HOW BOYS TOWN WAS STARTED: 

Boys Town was founded by the late Rt. Rev. Msgr. Edward J. Flan- 
agan, better known throughout the world as Father Flanagan of Boys 
Town, on December 10, 1917, with a borrowed $90 to pay the first month’s 
rent on a building at 25th and Dodge Streets in Omaha. The Home was 
started with five boys, three from the juvenile court and two homeless 
newsboys. In a short time the quarters were crowded, and the Home was 
moved to the German-American Club on South 13th Street, which stood 
vacant as a result of the war. Here 150 boys could be cared for, but soon 
quarters became crowded again, and Father Flanagan decided that his 
next move would be the last, so he purchased the 160-acre Overlook Farm, 
10 miles west of Omaha, where the boys would live in a more healthful 
environment, and where the Home could expand as the need required and 
finances permitted. From this humble beginning, Boys Town has grown 
until today it comprises 1,500 acres, of which 900 are under cultivation, 
and more than 50 buildings. 

DIRECTOR: 

The Rt. Rev. Msgr. Nicholas H. Wegner, P. A., S- T. D., J. C. L., became 
Director of Boys Town September 15, 1948, succeeding the late and be- 
loved Father Flanagan, Boys Town founder, who died in Berlin, Germany, 
on May 15, 1948, while engaged in a youth welfare mission for the United 
States Government. 

Father Wegner was born in Humphrey, Nebraska, July 6, 1898. He 
attended high school and college at St. Joseph Seminary, Teutopolis, 111., 
studying philosophy and theology at St. Paul Seminary, St. Paul, Minn., 
and the Gregorian University at Rome, and Church Law at the Catholic 
University of America at Washington, D. C. He was ordained a priest on 
March 7, 1925, in Rome, and he was assigned as assistant pastor at St. 
Cecilia’s Cathedral in Omaha on September 1, 1925. 

Father Wegner’s first administrative post was as Assistant Chancellor 
of the Omaha Archdiocese in 1929. He was promoted to the Chancellorship 
in 1939 and held that position until he was named director of Father Flan- 
agan’s Boys’ Home in 1948. In 1944 he was honored by Pope Pius XII by 
being named a Domestic Prelate and invested with the title of Right Rev- 
erend Monsignor. On September 5, 1959, he was elevated to the dignity of 
Protonotary Apostolic by Pope John XXIII, and January 19, 1960. he was 
named Vicar General of the Archdiocese of Omaha. 

In addition to his office as Chancellor, Father Wegner served as di- 
rector of St. James Orphanage in Omaha for 12 years. He was a close friend 
of the late Father Flanagan and was associated with him on the Board of 
Diocesan Consultors for many years. Upon the death of Archbishop James 
H. Ryan in November. 1947, Father Wegner was Administrator of the 
Omaha Archdiocese until the installation of Archbishop Gerald T. Bergan. 

In addition to his wide administrative experience, Father Wegner is a 
boy’s man. In his youth he turned down two major league baseball con- 
tracts to study for the priesthood. As a boy he engaged in all sports. 


PRESENT LOCATION: 

Moved to present location, 10 miles west of Omaha, on U. S. Highways 
No. 6 and 30-A, on October 17, 1921. 


AGE OF BOYS: 

Boys are accepted between the ages of 10 and 16. Boys can remain 
until they have completed their high school education. 

NUMBER CARED FOR: 

More than 9,000 boys have called Boys Town their home. One thousand 
Boys Town graduates saw service during World War II, and 40 gave their 
lives for their country. Several hundred graduates saw service during the 
Korean War, and four lost their lives in military service. 

PRESENT FACILITIES: 

Boys Town has facilities for nine hundred boys, 500 of high school 
age, and 400 of grade school age. 


BUILDING FACILITIES: 

Grade School Section : Grade school building, gymnasium, dining hall, 
four apartment buildings, each having four apartments, chapel, dental and 
medical center, and orientation center. 

High School Section : Modern high school building to accomodate 500 
students, trade school building, dining hall and recreation center, audi- 
torium, administration and welfare building, 25 cottages to house 20 boys 
each, reception center, field house and visitors’ center. 

Farm: Dairy barns, pasteurizing building, root cellar, farm residences, 
miscellaneous storage barns, 900 acres of farm land, including a 60-acre 
vegetable garden. 


BIOGRAPHY OF FATHER FLANAGAN: 


Born July 13, 1886, Roscommon, Ireland; son of John and Honora 
(Larkin) Flanagan. Educated: Summerhill College, Sligo, Ireland; Mt. St. 
Mary’s College, Emmitsburg, Md., A. B. 1906, M. A. 1908; St. Joseph’s 
Seminary, Dunwoodie, N. Y., 1906-07; Gregorian University, Rome, Italy, 
1907-08; Jesuit University, Innsbruck, Austria, 1909-12; ordained priest, 
July 26, 1912, at Innsbruck. Honorary Degrees: Mt. St. Mary’s College, 
Emmitsburg, Md., LL. D., 1938; St. Benedict’s College, Atkinson, Kansas, 
LL. D., May 31, 1939; Creighton University, Omaha, Nebraska, LL. D., 
June 5, 1941. Began career as Catholic Priest, 1912. Served as Assistant 
Pastor, St. Patrick’s Church, O’Neill, Nebraska, until March, 1913. Assist- 
ant Pastor, St. Patrick's Church, Omaha, Nebraska, until spring of 1916. 
Assistant Pastor, St. Philomena’s Church, Omaha, Nebraska, until De- 
cember 10, 1917. Started Workingmen’s Hotel, Omaha, in 1914. Founded 
Father Flanagan’s Boys’ Home, December 10, 1917. Director, December 
10, 1917, to May 15, 1948. 

Pope Pius XI on October 23, 1937, named him a Domestic Prelate with 
the title of Right Reverend Monsignor. 


The motion picture “BOYS TOWN ” was made to portray the work of 
Father Flanagan and his Boys Town in 1938. Second Boys Town film, 
MEN OF BOl S TOWN, produced in 1941. Helped establish Boy Scout 
movement in Omaha. President of the Omaha Welfare Board for 10 years. 
Received the first Humanitarian award from Variety Clubs of America in 


1939. Served as National Chaplain of American War Dads, 1945. Named 
on national panel for the study of juvenile delinquency problems by U. S. 
Attorney General Tom Clark, February 2, 1946. Appointed member of 
Naval Civilian Committee by Secretary of the Navy, James Forrestal, 
April 7, 1947. Member of Executive board of Covered Wagon Council of 
Boy Scouts of America, also National Council Representative. 

In 1947 he made a trip to Japan and Korea to study child welfare pro- 
blems at the invitation of General Douglas MacArthur and the U. S. War 
Department. 

Left for Austria and Germany to perform a similar mission in the 
spring of 1948. Died, Berlin, Germany, May 15, 1948. 

FATHER FLANAGAN’S FINAL RESTING PLACE: 

The body of Father Flanagan was returned from Berlin to Salina, 
Kansas, by Army B-29. There is was transferred to an Army C-47 which 
returned the body to Omaha, and then, on to Boys Town for burial. Funeral 
services for the Boys Town Founder were held in the Dowd Memorial 
Chapel. The sarcophagus is sealed with a marble slab bearing the in- 
scription : 

FATHER FLANAGAN - FOUNDER OF BOYS TOWN 
LOVER OF CHRIST AND MAN 
July 13, 1886 - May 15, 1948 

HOW BOYS TOWN IS SUPPORTED: 

Boys Town is supported entirely by voluntary contributions from 
people who believe in Father Flanagan’s philosophy that “THERE IS NO 
SUCH THING AS A BAD BOY.” Boys Town has never received any sup- 
port from any church, or local, state or federal agency. 

BOARD OF TRUSTEES OF FATHER FLANAGAN’S BOYS’ HOME : 

The Board of Trustees in interdemoninational and consists of ten 
members. “Father Flanagan’s Boys’ Home, Boys Town, Nebraska,” is the 
legal name of the community. Boys Town has its own post office, and you 
will find Boys Town, Nebraska, listed in your postal directory. 

RELIGIOUS TRAINING: 

Boys Town is non-sectarian. All boys are required to attend religious 
services. Catholic boys attend their services, and services for non-Catholic 
boys are conducted by a Protestant minister. Both services are held simul- 
taneously. 

SCHOOL SYSTEM: 

The school system begins with the 5th grade and continues through 
four years of high school. It is fully accredited by the State of Nebraska. 
The school is conducted by lay teachers, both men and women. In addition 
to the academic curriculum, Boys Town has an extensive vocational train- 
ing program, with ceramics, printing, machine shop, auto mechanics, shoe 
rebuilding, baking, tailoring, vocational agriculture, wood shop, sheet 
metal and heating and air conditioning, arboriculture, and radio and elec- 
tronics among the trades taught. 

The Boys Town high school is a member of the Nebraska School Ac- 
tivities Association, and participates in activities of the association’s pro- 
gram, and also is a member of the North Central Association of Secondary 
Schools and Colleges. 


SELF-GOVERNMENT PROGRAM: 

The Boys Town self-government program includes a mayor, four coun- 
cilmen and twenty-five commissioners, elected for a six-month term from 
among the boys, by the boys themselves. Duties of city officials include 
actual administration of the student government program. A similar self- 
government program, with a junior mayor, councilmen and commissioners, 
is followed in the grade school section. In addition, both the grade and high 
schools have student government programs. 

BOYS TOWN TIMES: 

The Boys Town Times is published the second Friday of each month 
by Father Flanagan’s Boys’ Home. It is a mirror of the activities of Boys 
Town citizens. Subscription rates are $3.00 per year. 

WHERE BOYS COME FROM: 

Boys come from every state of the United States and the territorial 
possessions of the United States. 

ATHLETICS: 

A comprehensive grade and high school athletic and intramural 
recreation program is directed by Maurice H. “Skip” Palrang, athletic 
director and head coach. Football teams have played from coast to coast. 
Other interscholastic sports in which Boys Town high school teams par- 
ticipate are basket ball, baseball, track, wrestling, swimming and tennis. 

WELFARE DEPARTMENT: 

Father Flanagan’s Boys’ Home maintains a professional welfare staff, 
with qualified social workers. 

VISITORS: 

Visitors are always welcome to visit Boys Town to inspect our facili- 
ties. Visitors are requested to register at the Visitors’ Center, which is 
located at the main entrance to Father Flanagan’s Boys’ Home, just be- 
yond the Boys Town pylon. Visiting hours are from 8:00 a. m. to 4:00 p. m. 
on week days, and from 9:00 a. m. to 5:00 p. m. on Sundays. 

BOYS TOWN BAND: 

A fifty-piece concert band, a 15-piece concert orchestra, and a 15-piece 
Pep band have appeared throughout the Midwest. 

BOYS TOWN CHOIR: 

The Boys Town Choir of 50 voices made a concert tour of the Mid- 
west and East in 1946. Since that time, the Choir makes an annual concert 
tour which has taken the choristers into most of the principal music halls 
of the United States, as well as many Canadian cities, and a concert tour of 
Cuba. In addition to the Concert Choir, 150 other Boys Town singers are 
members of the chancel and repertoire choirs. 

EXTRA-CURRICULAR ACTIVITIES: 

In addition to the grade and high school extra-curricular activities 
and the Boys Town recreation program, many special programs are main- 
tained to provide leisure-time opportunities for all Boys Town citizens. 
These include a Boy Scout and Explorer program consisting of eight units, 
stamp club, a comprehensive 4-H Club program for boys interested in agri- 
culture. model airplane club, and other hobby and craft activities.
